Tax May 


Rise 1 Cent 


It looks like a one-cent raise 
in the tax rate for San Rafael 
for the coming fiscal year. 
In an informal budget meeting 
at the city hall last night, city 
councilmen indicated general ap­ 
proval of a budget for 1955-56 that 
would mean a tax rate of $1.15 per 
$100 assessed valuation as com­ 
pared with $1.14 for the current 
year. Although property tax reve­ 
nues have increased considerably 
because of new subdivisions, the 
revenues have been offset by the 
increase in total budget to $895,372 
for the coming year, a rise of about 
$20,000 over the presenty year. 
The budget and tax rate is ex-

A stringent anti-loitering law 
aimed at curbing juvenile de­ 
linquency and making parents 
responsible for acts of their 
children 
was 
passed 
unani­ 
mously this morning by the 
county hoard of supervisors. 
T h e law would prohibit any 
youth under the age of 18 from 
loitering in 
a 
public 
place 
or in a car on a public highway 
after 11 p.m. and before sun­ 
rise anv day of the week. 
Violation of the law not only 
w’ould make the youths guilty of 
a misdemeanor, but would make 
the parents, guardians or persons 
responsible for those involved also 
guilty and subject to a $500 fine, 
six months in jail or both. 
The law', declared an emergency 
and effective immediately, is pat­ 
terned after a San Anselmo or­ 
dinance which has been in opera­ 
tion for four years. Larkspur also 
has the same law. 
PRESENTS ORDINANCE 
Dist. Atty. W. O. Weissich, back­ 
ed by six police 
chiefs, 
Sheriff 
4 Dave Menary and the grand jury, 
presented the ordinance to the 
board. He conceded that “if the 
law were strictly enforced it might 
result in some undesirable things.” 
But he urged the board to “place 
their trust in our police officers. 
They are not 
going 
to 
bother 
youths not making trouble.” 
The law provides: 
1. No person 
under 
18 shall 
“loiter, idle, stroll or play” In any 
public place between 11 p.m. and 
sunrise unless he is accompanied 
by an adult having care of 
the 
minor, or is on an emergency er­ 
rand or legitimate business direct­ 
ed by his parents or guardian. 
‘PERMITTING* DEFINED 
2. Any person aiding, abetting, 
permitting or encouraging a minor 
to violate the ordinance is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. The word “per­ 
mitting” was further defined to in­ 
clude negative actions, such as al­ 
lowing, giving an opportunity to, 
failing to prevent, tolerating or 
sanctioning such acts. 
3. 
Owners of business 
estab­ 
lishments must report to peace of­ 
ficers whenever they have reason 
to believe youths in their estab­ 
lishments are violating the law. 
4. No person under 18 may op­ 
erate or ride in a motor vehicle 
on the public streets between 11 
p.m. and sunrise unless accom­ 
panied by responsible adults except 
in gainful employment, 
on 
an 
emergency errand, 
or legitimate 
business under the 
direction of 
their parents. The sheriff is em­ 
powered to impound cars used in 
violation of the ordinance.

Drivers of bulldozers and grad­ 
ers at the new Loma Verde sub- 
divisian, north 
of 
San Rafael, 
failed to return to work today be­ 
cause of a breakdown of contract 
negotiations writh contractors. 
The Loma Verde 
project 
was 
the only work stoppage in Marin 
w'hich followed the contract dis­ 
pute between the Associated Gen­ 
eral Contractors and AFL Oper­ 
ating Engineers in 
46 Northern 
California counties. 
H. O. Foss, vice president of the 
union and representative of the 
800 union members in Marin, said 
he expected the walkout to end 
soon and he added that pickets

portedly continuing on schedule.

terday. He went without food until 
rescued. 
“It’s alm ost too 
good 
to be 
true,” exclaimed Mrs. Arthur H am ­ 
ilton Marston when she learned 
her son had been found. 
She had followed tracks of her 
son’s tennis shoes until Sunday 
night when she became worn out 
and returned home with her three 
other children. The Marston fam ­ 
ily had 
been 
at a cam psite—30 
miles south of the U. S. border. 
Hamilton Marston, the father 
and present head of the Marston 
Co., was with the main body of 
searchers, which had secured for 
the night, when word was received 
that his son was safe and well. 
Another body of searchers ran into 
the boy and brought him to a 
campsite to m eet his father.

Auto Union 


Pushes For 


Added Gains 


DETROIT <U.R)— 'The CIO United 
Auto Workers opened preliminary 
contract talks with American Mo­ 
tors Corp. today in an effort to 
extend the guaranteed wage prin­ 
ciple it won from Ford and Gen­ 
eral Motors to the remainder of 
the auto industry. 
The union’s talks with American 
Motors, the Nash-Hudson combine 
which is one of the industry’s 
three smaller auto makers, won’t 
reach a climax until August but 
the firm already has served no­ 
tice it doesn’t want a '‘pattern’’ 
settlement. 
SIM ILAR FORMULA 
CIO President Walter Reuther 
had indicated he would not try 
to force the “Big Three” pattern 
on the smaller companies but he 
left little doubt that he expected 
even the smaller firms to guaran­ 
tee wages of their employees. 
Reuther, smiling over his vic­ 
tory over G M , outlined what prob­ 
ably will be the union approach to 
the guaranteed wage among the 
smaller companies. 
He said the smaller firms may 
be asked to contribute to a central 
“pool” from 
which 
they 
could 
draw during periods of layoffs. He 
said the combined contributions 
of the smaller companies would in­ 
sure a properly-funded guarantee. 
The union used this principle in 
establishing 
its 
pension 
system 
among the smaller auto producers. 
PAYMENT SCALE 
It was believed the union also 
might suggest a scale for payments 
which would be based on the em­ 
ployment picture of the various 
firms. 
Under such a plan, the rate of 
payments a company would make 
could be scaled up of down de­ 
pending on how high unemploy­ 
ment runs in the individual firms. 
Reuther pointed out that this 
plan would apply only to the in­ 
dustry’s “Little Three” and not to 
Chrysler Corp., the last of the “Big 
Three.” 
He said flatly that he expected 
the same kind of settlement with 
Chrysler as the union obtained 
from Ford and GM. The Chrysler 
contract expires Aug. 31 and ne­ 
gotiations for a new contract are 
expected

WASHINGTON (U.R) — The wail 
of sirens denoting a mock atomic 
attack will send President Eisen­ 
hower and 15,000 federal workers 
scurrying out of town tomorrow 
for a civil defense test. 
For the next 48 hours the war- 
essential functions of the federal 
government will be directed from 
secret relocation centers scattered 
over a radius of 30 to 300 miles 
from the capital. 
The exercise is part of “Opera­ 
tion Alert, 1955,” the biggest civil 
defense test ever tried. 
DEFENSE READINESS TEST 
The purpose is to test the civil 
defense readiness of critical target 
areas and get some experience in 
how the governme it would operate 
if a real attack ever comes. 
The sound of the sirens at 12:05 
p.m. EDT is the signal that “en­ 
emy” planes have been sighted. By 
3:45 p.m. EDT, the capital and 48 
other cities from coast to coast will 
have been “hit” with atomic and 
hydrogen bombs ranging from 20,- 
000 to 5 million tons of TNT. 
What happens in the o t h e r 
“stricken” cities depends on the 
pattern of local civil defense plans. 
In Washington, it is the signal 
for President Eisenhower, cabinet 


members and selected employees 
of 31 departments and agencies to 
get out o l’ town. The rest of the 
227,000 federal employees in the 
area will leave their desks for a 
while and then go back to work, 
or lunch. 
Traveling mostly by private au­ 
tomobile, the evacuees are under 
orders to proceed to the emergen­ 
cy centers where they will work 
until Friday noon. Defense Secre­ 
tary Charles E. Wilson will “flee” 
to his secret post by helicopter. 
SECRET LOCATIONS 
Exact location of tfie emergency 
centers is a secret. The government 
Refers to them by such code names 
as 
“High 
Point,” 
“Low Point,” 
“New Point” and “Quarterback.” 
A special communication system 
will keep President Eisenhower in 
touch with the far-flung depart­ 
ments and agencies. 
They will tackle some of the 
problems they imagine would arise 
during the first 30 days of a real 
enemy raid on the nation’s capital 
and important industrial, commu­ 
nications and transportation cen­ 
ters. 


WASHINGTON (U.R) — The ad- 
| ministration today argued against 
I a free polio vaccine plan advanced 
I by the Democrats which it esti­ 
mates might cost taxpayers “well 
over 100 million dollars.” 
It sent Health Secretary Oevta 
Culp Hobby and Surgeon General 
Leonard A. Scheele before the Sen­ 
ate Labor Committee to plug for 
a more modest 28 million dollar 
program advocated by President 
Eisenhower. 
Sen. Lister Hill (D-Ala.), com­ 
mittee chairman, ordered the hear­ 
ings to consider the rival Demo­ 
cratic and administration propos­ 
als. But he conceded the whole 
I vaccine controversy might get a 
going over. 
A committee staff member said 
the group wants assurances Salk 
shots are safe before passing legis­ 
lation endorsing their use. And 
several senators were primed with 
sharp questions regarding the ad­ 
ministration’s controversial han­ 
dling of the vaccine safety prob­ 
lem. 
One of the two bills before the 
committee is sponsored by Hill. It 
would authorize the government to 
buy vaccine and supply it free to 
all children who want it, without 
strings attached. 
The other measure, sponsored by 
the administration, would establish 
a 28 million dollar fund to provide 
free shots to children whose par­ 
ents are unable to pay. 
As the Senate hearings got un­ 
der way, the National Foundation 
For Infantile Paralysis said it has 
abandoned hope of finishing its 
m ass inoculation program before 
the last schools in the nation close 
for the summer next week. 
Foundation officials said they 
hope some Salk vaccine will be 
released by the government this 
week. But they said this would be 
too late to complete the second 
round of injections for the coun­ 
try’s first and second graders. 
The foundation said first shots 
should be completed soon in all 48 
states and that some communities 
plan to keep their clinics open 
during the summer for second in­ 
jections.

Without the power link defeated 
by the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee the yet to be built Dixon- 
Yates plant could not serve the 
purpose intended for it by tha 
President.

SECOND DEMONSTRATION 
The CGT, with a membership of 
six million, called out its workers 
between 3 p.m. and m idnight for 
the second dem onstration of loyal­ 
ty to the flag in two days. 
Yesterday both houses of con­ 
gress m et in special session to pay 
homage to the flag and to Eva 
Peron, late wife of the President. 
The government charged Catholics 
not only with burning the national 
flag but also with throwing tar on 
memorial 
placques 
dedicated to 
Señora Peron. 
Peron, in a speech last night, 
formally 
accused 
Catholics 
of 
“planning and executing treason” 
during weekend disorders in which 
at least 22 persons were shot or 
otherwise injured and 400 to 600 
arrested. 
As he spoke, bands of Peronists 
roamed the streets shouting such 
slogan as “Peron, yes! the priests, 
no!” They smashed windows of a 
number of shows and cafes and 
wrecked one cafe completely.

Third Base— Part 2 
O ne of the h ard est plays you 
will have to m ake is picking up 
slow rollers and throw ing to first 
base. T he only way you can do it 
is by grabbing the ball on the 
ru n and throw ing u n d erh an d to 
first. T his tajkes lots of practice. 
A good exercise is to place the 
ball on th e ground about h a lf­ 
way betw een th ird base and hom e 
plate. R un in as h ard as you can. 
Pick up the ball w ith your bare 
h an d and fire to first base u n d er­ 
hand. 


Do this over and over again, day 
a fte r day. until it becomes au to ­ 
m atic.

Coloratura Impressive 


At Music Chest Opener

Roberta 
Peters, 
petite 
and 
charming soprano from the Metro­ 
politan, sang an impressive con­ 
cert Sunday afternoon to open this 
year’s Music Chest series at For­ 
est Meadows, San Rafael. 
Miss Peters is the possessor of 
a rare voice—where most colora­ 
turas are cold and metallic, her 
voice is warm and vibrant and she 
uses it with sound musicianship 
and excellent artistic taste. Her 
opening number, a sad little song 
by Scarlatti, delivered with sim­ 
plicity and directness, proved that 
her success is not dependent on 
vocal gymnastics alone. 
For her second number, however, 
she chose a light and airy work 
by the same composer, full of trills 
and turns and rapid arpeggios, 
which immediately established her 
claim to coloratura fame. There is 
little doubt that Miss Peters is a 
direct artistic descendant of Tet- 
razini and Galli-Curci, and far 
prettier than either of those illus­ 
trious ladies. 
The second group consisted of 
Haydn’s “My Mother Bids Me Bind 
My Hair,” Purcell’s “Not All My 
Torments,” Beethoven’s “Mit Ei- 
num Gemalten Band” and the ap­ 
parently indestructible coloratura 
war-horse “Lo, Tear the Gentle 
Lark.” Of these songs the most 
successful was the haunting “Not 
All My Torments” which received 
a dramatic reading and revealed 
the unusually rich quality in the 
lower register of Miss Peters’ voice. 
“Caro N om e’ from “Rigoletto,” 
for 
which 
the 
large 
audience 
seemed to be waiting, closed the 
first half of the program. It was 
interpreted in the traditional man­ 
ner and neatly explained the elec­ 
tric success of Miss Peters at the 
Metropolitan Opera. 
After intermission, she displayed 
her versatility in a group of French 
art songs by Debussy, Hahn and 
Poulenc, and a well-chosen set of 
contemporary works. One of the 
latter, Samuel Barber’s “Sure On 
This Shining Night,” is a chal­ 
lenging composition with a rich 
and highly original accompaniment 
which deserves frequent perform­ 
ances on the concert stage. 


Miss Peters closed with an alto­ 
gether satisfactory reading of the 
Mad Scene from “Lucia di Lam- 
mermoor” which received the ova­ 
tion it genuinely deserved. The 
audience demanded more and she 
sang two encores—the “Swiss Echo 
Song” and the lilting “Laughing 
Song” from “Die Fledermaus.” 
Miss Peters was assisted through­ 
out the concert by two able ar­ 
tists. Warner Bass supplied tech­ 
nically 
flawless 
and 
artistically 
subtle piano accompaniments, and 
some of the numbers were defi­ 
nitely enhanced by the flute obbli­ 
gatos of Samuel Pratt. 
Before the concert began, Mrs. 
Victors R. Furst, this year’s presi­ 
dent of the Marin Music Chest, 
made a succinct speech to thank 
the many workers who contributed 
to the success of the annual cam­ 
paign for funds. She also an­ 
nounced that the Music Chest will 
be able to award four artist-stu- 
dent scholarships this year. 
The next concert of the season 
will present Grant Johannesen on | 
the afternoon of July 24.

Demos Study Proposals To 


Help Avoid Loyalty Oath Split 


WASHINGTON UP) — Chairman 
Paul M. Butler of the Democratic 
National Committee has approved 
proposed rules designed to avoid 
a repetition next year of the “loy­ 
alty oath” dispute that rocked the 
party’s 1952 convention. 
Committee members will act at 
their next meeting on the sug­ 
gested rules, designed to assure 
convention harmony and get the 
party’s presidential nominee on all 
state ballots. 
The proposals, approved by But­ 
ler yesterday, would: 
1. Make state Democratic com­ 
mittees responsible for getting the 
convention’s 
nominees 
on state 
ballots 
under 
the 
Democratic 
label. 
2. Urge enactment of state laws 
requiring that nominees of the 
major parties appear on ballots 
“under the names and emblems of 
the political parties whose nomi­ 
nees they are.” 
In addition, the rules would de­ 
clare it the “duty” of every na­ 
tional committee member to sup­ 


port 
the 
convention 
nominees. 
Members failing to do so would 
face loss of their seats “ajfter 
notice and opportunity for hear­ 
ing.” 
Demands that 1952 convention 
delegates pledge support of the 
party selections arose from the 
failure 
of 
the 
Truman-Barkley 
ticket to get on the Alabama 
ballot in 1948. Under a compromise 
statement, delegates gave assur­ 
ances they would work toward 
getting the 1952 national ticket on 
state ballots. 
The proposed 1956 rules were 
framed by a special 80-member 
advisory committee headed by for­ 
mer National Chairman Stephen 
A. Mitchell, Sen. Humphrey (D- 
Minn.) and former Gov. John S. 
Battle of Virginia.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Effort To Prevent Road 
Destruction Gets Support 


County Road Commissioner Marvin Brig­ 
ham’s effort to protect our county roads 
from piecemeal destruction by public utility 
concerns deserves—and is likely to receive— 
wide public support. 


Most of us are all-too-well aware that 
hardly does a street get paved before the 
water district, the sewer district, the power 
and gas company, or even the telephone com­ 
pany arrives to dig it up for a pipeline or 
a cable. The places dug up are restored 
all right to outward appearances most of the 
time, but after the first rain the patches 
sink, forming new chuckholes. And it doesn’t 
seem to help any to patch the chuckholes; 
they just sink again. And new chuckholes 
seem to develop all around the old ones. 


We have had water district and PG Sc E 
officials tell us that they always restore pav­ 
ing in accordance with county requirements, 
sometimes under inspection and supervision 
of the county road department. T he implica­ 
tion is that if there is any trouble, it is with 
the requirements of the county and not with 
the utility concern involved. 


No having the technical knowledge nor 
experience necessary to ascertain who is 


responsible, we are not in any position to 
attempt to place the blame. 
But that doesn’t keep us from deploring 
the situation which finds our streets dis­ 
integrating because of something other than 
normal wear and tear. And it doesn’t keep us 
from demanding of all concerned that cor­ 
rective measures be taken. 
Road Commissioner Brigham has advo­ 
cated an ordinance to require utilities to 
make a cash deposit guaranteeing restoration 
of streets which must of necessity be dug up. 
The County Board of Supervisors has asked 
Brigham to supply a draft of such an 
i ordinance. 
We don’t know if this step is altogether 
necessary, or not. We don’t pretend to have 
the technical knowledge to enable us to form 
any judgments in the matter. 
But as we said in the beginning, Brig­ 
ham’s effort to protect county roads from 
destruction by the utilities will receive wide 
public support. 
Anybody who opposes the cash deposit 
proposal should be ignored unless they have 
a better plan, one that will go as far toward 
insuring that torn-up roads are restored 
properly.

JAMES MARLOW 
Constitutionality Or Security 
Firings Remains To Be Decided 


WASHINGTON (/P) — 
Is 
it 
constitutionally right and fair 
for the government to 
fire 
a 
federal employee as a security 
risk w ithout letting 
him 
con­ 
front his accuser or ever know 
who he is? 
The Supreme 
Court 
had 
a 
chance to give a final answer 
last week. B ut it took a detour. 
Someday it may face the ques­ 
tion again. Meanwhile, the gov­ 
ernm ent can continue using se­ 
cret inform ants in security cases. 


CRITICS 
HAVE 
condemned 
this practice. They argue a m an 
whose job and 
future 
are 
at 
stake should be allowed to face 
and cross-examine his accuser. 
But the Justice D epartm ent says 
secret inform ants are sometimes 
necessary for national security. 
Under both 
Presidents 
T ru ­ 
m an and Eisenhower government 
officials have been free, when­ 
ever they wished, to fire a m an 
on the basis of testimony from 
witnesses the m an m ight never 
be allowed to see or know. 
IN MAY 1953, Dr. John P. 
Peters, senior professor of m ed­ 
icine a t Yale 
University, 
was 
fired as a part-tim e consultant 
to the U.S. Public H ealth Ser­ 
vice. He had denied he was a 
Communist and officials of his 
own 
a g e n c y had previously 
cleared him. 
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The Loyalty Review Board re­ 
opened his case and decided he 
ought to be out of the govern­ 
m ent on grounds of questionable 
loyalty. B ut 
even 
the 
review 
board didn’t know who some of 
his accusers were. 
He appealed 
to 
the 
federal 
courts, raising the question of 
constitutionality in the use of 
secret witnesses. Last week the 
high court said it wouldn’t give 
a 
ruling 
on 
a 
constitutional 
question, including Peters’, unless 
it had to. 


IT FOUND another point on 
which to decide Peters’ case. 
It said 
the 
Loyalty 
Review 
Board had no right to dig into 
his case after officials in his own 
agency had 
cleared 
him. 
The 
court said the board had been 
set up to hear appeals from fed­ 
eral employes fired by their own 
agencies, not to go opening up 
cases of people found to be all 
right by their own agency. 
Since the Peters firing, the Ei­ 
senhower 
adm inistration 
h a s 
abolished 
the 
Loyalty 
Review 
Board, set up under Trum an. A 
m an fired as a security risk by 
officials of his own agency now 
has no appeal unless he goes to 
federal courts.

WALTER LIPPMANN 
What's Going On Down Below May 
Be As Important As Summit Talks 


THE SOVIET invitation has, 
we may suppose, 
come 
sooner 
th an Dr. Adenauer expected or 
would have wished. Presumably 
he would have preferred it if 
Moscow had waited until say the 
autum n, th a t is until after the 
first cadres 
of 
the 
G erm an 
arm y are in being. 


Nevertheless, th e Bonn gov­ 
ernm ent has expected and has 
been counting upon diplomatic 
recognition and an exchange of 
am bassadors. In fact, there is 
some reason to think th a t there 
have 
already 
been 
unofficial 
soundings 
taken 
both 
ways 
about the acceptability of cer­ 
tain persons to head the mis­ 
sions. 


There is little 
doubt, 
there­ 
fore, th a t Dr. Adenauer will ac­ 
cept in principle the Soviet pro­ 
posal to “normalize“ diplomatic 
relations, even though he may 
not wish to go himself to Mos­ 
cow in, as the Soviet note says, 
“the near future.” 


THE TIMING of the Soviet 
invitation shows light, I think, 
on how the Soviet rulers regard 
the forthcom ing m eeting at the 
sum m it, and the various Four 
Power 
and 
other 
conferences 
which are supposed to follow it. 
Quite evidently they do not be­ 
lieve th a t the three or four day 
m eeting a t Geneva is to be, or 
th a t it could be, another Yalta. 
T h at is to say th a t it could not 
be another conference by a few 
big powers who assign territory, 
fix boundaries, 
and 
authorize 
governments. The 
Soviets 
are 
expecting to transact their real 
business not in generalities and 
wholesale a t the top level con­ 
ferences but directly, bilaterally, 
hand-tailored and at retail, with 
particular countries. 


They did this 
with 
Austria. 
They are doing it w ith Japan. 
They have tried to do it 
with 
Yugoslavia. They have set about 
doing it w ith Germany. 


THIS LATEST 
note 
to the 
Bonn government m arks the end 
of the period during which the 
fate of Germ any was to be decid­ 
ed by the Big Four. At the Ber­ 
lin conference in the winter of 
1954 it was already clear th a t 
neither the W estern powers nor 
the Soviet Union believed th a t 
they could agree upon a G er­ 
m an settlem ent. All 
of 
them , 
though in different ways, had 
come to the same conclusion — 
th a t the 
Germ ans 
themselves 
will be the principals in the ne­ 
gotiation of a 
G erm an 
settle­ 
ment. 


And as three-quarters of the 
G erm an nation live in the W est 
G erm an Federal Republic, the 
Soviets have taken 
the 
first 
step toward negotiations w ith the 
Germans. 


THIS DOES NOT m ean, so I 


would guess, th a t the K rem lin 
intends to make an offer on th# 
basis of “take it or leave it” — 
let us say, reunification for res­ 
ignation from NATO, withdraw - 
el of the Red Army for the w ith­ 
drawal of the American forces 
from Europe. 


The tone and substance of th# 
Soviet note looks, it seems to me, 
to a long courtship of the G er­ 
m ans rather than to some sud­ 
den and spectacular coup. If the 
men who are responsible for this 
note rem ain in control of Soviet 
policy, we m ust expect the So­ 
viets to follow a gradual policy 
on reunification, on frontiers, on 
liquidation of the East G erm an 
g o v e r n m ent, 
withdrawal 
of 
troops, and alliances. 


THUS THE Soviet note is not 
an invitation to Dr. Adenauer to 
come to Moscow and agree on a 
G erm an settlement. It is an in ­ 
vitation to establish diplomatio 
relations, to lift somewhat the 
Iron Curtain, 
and 
to 
expand 
trade, leaving the hard questions 
of a settlem ent to be dealt with 
later on when the relations be­ 
tween Bonn and Moscow have 
become better. 


The authors of this note are 
well informed about West Ger­ 
m any and about Dr. Adenauer’s 
policies. Quite plainly they mean 
business. For Dr. Adenauer too 
believes in the 
gradualist ap­ 
proach to a G erm an settlem ent, 
being convinced th a t when G er­ 
m any is rearmed, 
when 
G er­ 
m any has achieved 
a 
leading 
place within the NATO alliance, 
he will be talking with the So­ 
viets from a position of great 
strength. There is nothing in 
the Soviet note which raises ob- 
tacles or objections to the gen­ 
eral policy of the Adenauer gov­ 
ernm ent. The offer to establish 
diplomatic relations and to ex­ 
tend trade—is in the text of the 
note—unconditional. 


MR. DULLES can now shed a t 
least two of his worries. He can 
put aside for a while the wet 
blankets which he always keeps 
available. One of his fears has 
been th at the 
people 
of 
the 
United States will 
expect 
too 
much of the 
meeting 
a t 
the 
summit. A nother of his worries 
has been th at the President will 
be asked to make too m any big 
decisions at the summit. 


The Soviet government 
may 
have grandiose projects to offer 
a t the summit. But the fact of 
the m atter is th a t the Soviet 
government is now transacting 
its 
real 
business 
below 
and 
apart from the top level con­ 
ferences. We may soon be wor­ 
rying about som ething else. We 
may soon be 
asking 
ourselves 
w hether we know all th a t we 
need to know about w hat is go­ 
ing on down 
there below 
the 
summit.

Increased Productivity May 
Meet Cost Of Wage Raises

NEW YORK UP) — Will the 
cost of lay-off 
pay be 
passed 
along in higher prices? 


A few years back there would 
have been little question about 
it. Today there’s a good chance

IN THE LAST

years,

This year’s big jum p in the 
size of wage increases— and es­ 
pecially

industry's 
token step in the direction of 
a guaranteed annual wage—re­ 
vives fear of another wage-price 
inflation spiral like those in the 
years right after World W ar II. 


The argum ent for inflation is 
this: companies have to look to 
income from sales to pay for this 
year’s higher wage scales and 
for the unemployment benefit 
funds some are promising to set 
up. Ford’s layoff pay plan, for 
example, will cost the company

Sales income depends on price 
and volume of goods sold. Com­ 
panies, therefore, m ight be more 
th an willing to pass along the 
higher labor costs in the form of 
higher prices. 


BUT THOSE WHO minimize 
the danger now of a new infla­ 
tion argue: 
Times have changed. In the 
early postwar years m any goods 
were in scarce supply. Increased 
payroll expense could be added 
quickly to prices without endan­ 
gering sales volume. 


Now most goods are in abun­ 
d ant supply. The 
capacity 
to 
produce them often is in exoess 
of 
demand. 
Competition 
now 
isn’t among buyers bidding for 
scarce goods, but among sellers 
of abundant goods trying to en­ 
tice consumers. 


And consumer price resistance 
is strong 
now. 
M uch 
of 
this 
year’s high sales volume is traced 
to price cutting or discounting 
and to promotion through easy 
credit terms. 


THANKS TO the huge buying 
splurge since the war, the buy­ 
ing public has stocked up on ap­ 
pliances, homes, furnishings and 
new cars. Higher prices m ight 
find dem and less th an urgent. 


So businessmen, 
faced 
w ith 
higher labor costs, seem to have 
three choices: raise prices and 
risk a shrinking in sales vol­ 
ume; 
cut production to make 
goods scarce so price hikes would 
stick-^a ticklish thing to do in 
concert while the Justice De­ 
partm ent looks on; or to absorb 
all or p art of the higher labor 
costs. The last could mean a 
lowering of the profit m argin, 
unless operating costs can be cut 
in other directions. 
M any 
companies 
have 
just 
such a card up their sleeves. 


While their wage scales and 
fringe 
payments 
have 
been 
rising, 
their 
new 
machines 
and modernized 
plants have 
let them produce more goods 
with fewer man hours. This 
is called a gain in productiv­ 
ity. And some argue that in 
many factories the productivity 
gain offsets or almost meets 
the higher hourly wages.
